The following from last Wed 
nesday’s Troy Messenger will 
be read with interest by Elba 
people: 

“Official information was 
divulged in an interview with 
ex-Governor Charles Hender- 
son, president of the Pea River 
Power Company today, in 
which he stated that an ex- 
penditure of “Approximately 
$62,000 will be made in pur. 
chasing new and more modern 
machinery for the company. 

A Diesel engine, considered 
the very best for producing 
power among the average 
power companies, will be in- 
stalled at the power compa- 
ny’s location on Pea River near 
Elba. This machinery wil 
reach there at an early date, 
coming from New Orleans. 

President Henderson stated 
to a representative from this 
paper that the installation of 
this new machinery will elim- 
inate practically all of the 
trouble in furnishing consistent 
service to Troy and other com- 
munities which rely on the Pea 
River Power Company for 
their power supply. 

_ Diesel equipment has proven 
its ability from a serviceable 
standpoint throughout the 
country, and its addition to the 
local power company’s equip- 


‘ment assures Troy of a medern 


source of power. 

The rumor that the Alabama 
Power Company had purchas- 
ed the interests of the Pea 
River Power Company was set 
at rest when President Hen- 
derson openly denied that fact. 
However, he admitted that ne- 
gotiations had been intermit- 
tently taken up with his com- 
pany by the Alabama Power 
Company for more than a year 
but as yet nothing definite has 
resulted.
